In the past year and a half a I pie forget about the League and. fix 
great many persons have 
left this 
country for Europe, some of them re­ 
turning that they might visit loved 
ones from whom they had been sep­ 
arated during the lonjg and anxious 
years the war raged, others quitting 
* America, it is claimed, because they 
resented the enactment of national 
prohibition, and still others animated 
by the belief that in the present con­ 
ditions 
prevailing 
in 
Europe they 
could turn their saviing to better ac­ 
count than would be possible in this 
country. 
All this was a very natural 
movement but it did not bear out the 
theory that at the conclusion of the 
w ar we would witness a stream of 
emigrants from America comparable 
to the stream of immigrants which 
had poured into America for years 
prior to 1914. 
As a matter of fact 
the government records show that 
whereas in the past fiscal year 400,- 
000 persons left this country, 600,000 
immigrants arrived here and it is stat­ 
ed that at the rate at which they are 
coming now, the total for 1920 should 
be more than 1,000,000; 70,000 hav­ 
ing landed at American ports in June 
and every steamer from Europe being 
packed w’ith homeseekers from all the 
.stricken lands of Europe who again 
see in America the “ land of promise 
and plenty.” 
It can now be suggested as a fact, 
therefore, that the flow of immigrants 
into America from this time forward 
will be limited only by the difficulties 
which are likely to attend the raising 
of the necessary funds by those who 
wish to come and by such artificial 
barriers as can be erected in this coun­ 
try against their coming. 
Instead of 
the 
number 
of 
immigrants 
being 
smaller than it used to be in the days 
before the World W ar it is bound to 
lie very much larger if those who wish 
to come here can have their way. Se­ 
rious as are many of the problems 
with we are confronted with in Ameri­ 
ca, our troubles are as nothing when 
compared with the condition of affairs 
which prevails in Italy, in Central Eu­ 
rope, in France and in England. The 
reasons which brought to America a 
million and a half immigrants from 
these lands every year before the war 
have now been accentuated tenfold. 
We have seen in America the spirit 
of restlessness which prevails every­ 
where as one of the w ar’s aftermaths. 
Everywhere the young man finds it 
difficult ot settle down even to com­ 
fort and plenty. How much more dif­ 
ficult is this process when as through- 


their minds on other things. 
It is a vain effort. 
The League is 
the issue. 
The facts that confront us, 
the events that are taking place in 
the world make the League the. issue, 
and no man, not even a Presidential 
candidate, can put it aside and lay it 
on the shelf. Besides, Mr. Cox will not 
let his opponent do this. 
The more
